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Italy Votes 


Italy's election this weekend 15 not going 
to be what you might call q conventional 
exercise in poll-booth polities. Perhaps, 
sitting innocently here in Washington, you 
have got the impression that the Com- 
munists aré trying to fight their way into 
office, and 811 the other parties are fighting 
to keep them out. But a closer look sug- 
gests that the truth might be precisely the 
opposite. 

Unpleasant economic events stili He 
ahead of ταῖν ‘The country is still living 
substantially above its means. and it will 
have to go through a drop in its standard 
of living that will make its government of 
the moment very unpopular. That 15 why 
all the other parties are increasingly eager 
to have the Communists share the blame 
for whatever happens next. If everybody 
is to blame for it, then nobody is to blame 
for it. But the Communists are wondering, 
with good reason, what benefit that arrange- 
ment offers to them. That is why their 
pronouncements regarding their future 
position grow steadily vaguer and more 
e.liptical. 

Italy has become a classic study in the 
polities of high prosperity and the eco- 
nomics of weak government. Over the two 
decades of rapid industrial growth that 
tripled the country’s income, Italians got 
accustomed to the steady rise In earnings. 
Then, six or seven years ago, the basic 
economy ceased to keep growing at that 
remarkable rate. In retrospect, the out- 
burst of strikes and demonstrations in the 
autumn of 1969 seems to have been the 
‘turning point. 

The purpose of those strikes went far 
beyond the customary matters of wages and 
working conditions. They were expressions 
of the frustrations of living In a one-party 
democracy. The only real alternative to the 
Christian Democrats were the Communists, 
whom two-thirds of the country declined 
even to consider as a choice. Bat the 
Christian Democrats were immobile. They 
took credit for the new wealth that postwar 
industrialization had brought. But indus- 
triaiization brought other things as well: 
Massive migrations to the cities, dire short- 
ages of housing, gross overcrowding of 
schools and hospitals. The strikes and 
waves of absenteeism in the factories were 
attempts by citizens to put pressure on a 
government that, because of the peculiar 
structure of the country’s politics, could not 
be reached through the polls. But the 
greater the pressure, the more unresponsive 
the government became, 

The trouble was not confined to striking 
workers. People who managed companies 
and controlled investments watched the 
growing tension and many of them began 


quietly moving money out of the country. 
Ttalian governments have managed to main- 
tain the appearance of growth in recent 
years, but it hes been done through large 
internal deficits and a heaviiy negative 
trade balance—all of which has heen 
financed by a rapid accumulation of foreign 
loans. 

Eventually the foreign lenders, mainly in 
West Germany and the United States, began 
to get starchy about piling big new loans 
on top of big old ones. Perhaps you begin to 
see a certain parallel here to the recent 
tribulations of New York City. But Italy, 
unlike New York, has a currency of its own, 
and that is where the strain finally began 
to show. Last winter the lira, which had 
been remarkably stable ever since the late 
1940s, dropped one-fourth of its value in one 
spectacular tumble. Now the effects of that 
devaluation are reaching the consumer, in 
the form of higher prices for food, fuel and 
everything else that is imported. While the 
British inflation rate is coming down these 
days, the Italian rate is rising; it is now 
the highest in any major economy, running 
something over 20 per cent a year. 

At each stage of this melancholy history, 
the feebleness of the government has made 
the economic trouble worse. Conversely, 
each new threat to the Italians’ new 
national prosperity has increased the paral- 
ysis of the government. That is why the 
Communists’ influence is rising. But it is 
also true that the full brunt of the lira’s 
devaluation has not yet hit the country. 
If the government were to continue playing 
by the old rules, it would simply keep rais- 
ing wages and fringe benefits to compensate 
for higher prices. 

That is no longer possible The danger 
of uncontrollable inflation is too imminent, 
and the need for foreign support is too 
urgent. A substantial part of this overdue 
reconcLiation of accounts will evidently have 
to be accomplished through reducing the 
purchasing power of the average family. 
Who wants to be in power when that 
happens? 

However interesting the election results 
may be, they will only begin a prolonged and 
intricate series of negotiations among the 
parties. For Italy's partners In the Com- 
mon Market, and for the United States, one 
large question is whether these negotiations 
actually lead to a government capable of 
governing. Dramatic though the circum- 
stances of this e:ection are, it may well 
produce merely another stand-off and more 
erosion of Italy’s recently won wealth Of 
all the possible outcomes, that one might 
well be the most damaging for Italy and for

Policy on Trial... 


Secretary of State Kissinger's new African 
policy is undergoing a severe test—both in 
Washington and in southern Africa itself— 
even before it has been accepted throughout 
the US. government. The open question, 
as racial tensions erupt into violence, is 
whether or not this country’s diplomatic 
interest has been expressed too late to be felt 
where it cou:d count. The sudden deathly 
outbreaks in the South African township of 
Soweto come scarcely a week before Kis- 
singer's scheduled meeting in West Germany 
with Prime Minister Vorster. Combined 
with ongoing and escalating guerrilla 
attacks against the white-dominated regime 
of Rhodesia, they conjure up the specter of 
unchecked racial violence. 

Last April, when Kissinger finaly turned 
his attention to Africa and the political 
tensions long building in the southern quar- 
ter of that continent, he presented an 


ambitious and forward-looking statement of 
Policy. Speaking in the Zambian capital of 
Lusaka, he said the United States stood 
firmly on the side of majority rule in 
Rhodesia and was prepared to reverse 
previous policies that had encouraged the 
minority white rulers of the land that the 
African majority cals Zimbabwe. 

The U.S. Senate appeared to muff the first 
concrete test of this policy Monday when it 
succumbed to a conservative filibuster threat 
and eliminated from the foreign aid bill a 
Program for $12.5 million in economic aid 
to Mozambique. Fortunately, a House- 
Senate conference found 2 way in which 
this program can be reinstated. As Kis- 
singer pledged in his April 27 Lusaka speech, 
such aid is essential to help Mozambique 
overcome the economic hardships caused by 
the closing of its borders with Rhodesia, in 
Tesponse to United Nations sanctions. 


...Conflicting Signals _ 


Another of the 10 points in Kissinger’s 
Lusaka speech was the promise to work for 
repeal of the notorious Byrd Amendment, 
which permits the United States to import 
Rhodesian chrome in defiance of the UN 
sanctions. On this issue. as weil as Mozam- 
bique aid, there has been ample room for 
skepticism about the degree of President 
Ford’s commitment to the Kissinger policy 
—particularly since {t is under attack by 
conservative forces inside Congress and the 
Republican party. 

Further confusion is generated by Defense 
Secretary Rumsfeld's foray into African 
politics, expressing U.S. readiness to supply 
costly and sophisticated weaponry to Kenya 
and Zaire. Whatever may be the specific 
justification for an individual transaction, 
the portrayal of the United States as an 
arms merchant only emphasizes great-power 
rivalry in Africa—precisely the perspective 
that brought such grief in Angoia, and that 
the Lusaka po.icy seemed designed to correct. 

Despite its positive aspects, that policy 
immediately ran the risk of stimulating 
unfulfilable expectations among moderate 


African leaders who cheered the new U.S. 
attitude. The first possibilities of disen- 
chantment came with the announcement of 
the Kissinger-Vorster meeting, the first 
high-level encounter between Washington 
and Pretoria in two decades. The en- 
thusiasm with which white South Africans 
greeted the announcement, in contrast to 
Washington’s understandable restraint, was 
no heip. 

And now, outbursts of racial hatred just 
outside Johannesburg set a tragic scene. 
If the United States and South Africa can 
reach an understanding that will move 
Prime Minister Vorster to exert influence on 
the beleaguered white Rhodesians, leading 
them to accept majority rule, then the 
meeting next week will have been worth the 
visks Involved. 

But if, for its part, the U.S. government 
Temains divided, and the same forces that 
nearly scotched aid to Mozambique can 
prevail to retain the Byrd Amendment, then 
this country may have lost its capacity tu 
prevent southern Africa’s rush into disaster.
